Washington, Dec. 15.— Representa- 
tive W. J. Fields, member of • lie Com- 
mittee on Military AfTuirs, who return- 
ed here to-day from Catlettsburg, is 
convinced thai the country Is In sym- 
pathy with (he national preparedness 
programme of President Wllion. He 
came to this conclusion ufier taking a 
poll of the thirty-five men aboard the 
three sleeping cars attached to Chesu- 
peake * Ohio train N*o. 2, Hint arrived 
here this morning. 

"On my way up from Kentucky, I 
carefully questioned each-man In the 
Pullman cars, ' explained the Kentucky 
lan. "Thirty of the thirly-ftve men, 
seven of whom are traveling salesmen 
and have been In nearly every State 
In the I'nlon In the lust few weeks, 
said they found overwhelming senti- 
ment in favor of nalionul prepared- 
ness. Two men told me they found that 
sentiment for and against Increased 
armaments was about equally divided 
and three said their observation was 
that public opinion seemed to be 
against the national defense program. 
The men were from Kentucky, New 
lork. New Jersey, Maryland. District of 
Columbia. Virginia. West Virginia, Illi- 
nois, Michigan, California and Ala 
bama. The politics of these men was 
nearly equally divided."

TITANIC COMPANY 

SETTLEMENT WITH MRS. ELOI8E 
HUGHES DANIEL PROBABLE 
ON THIS BASIS. 



Mrs. Robert W. Daniel, of Philadel- 
phia, nee Mrs. Mary Flolse Hughes 
Smith, of Huntington, sister of Mrs. 
Harold Vunsant. of Ashland, will re- 
ceive approximately $10,000 from the 
White Star Line In settlement of her 
claim for damages caused by the sink- 
ing of the Titanic, on April 15, 1912, 
according to estimates based on advic- 
es received from New York through (he 
Associated Press. Mrs. Daniel, then a 
bride of a few weeks, was a passenger 
on the Titanic when the great vessel 
sank after striking an iceberg In tt 
North Atlantic, and her young hus- 
liand, Lucieii P. Smith, of fniontown 
I'n., was among those who perished 
They were on their way home from 
Kgypt which they visited on their hon- 
eymoon Journey, The bride wss saved 
and afterwards bore a posthumous heir 
l.uden P. Smith, Jr. It was prior to 
the birth of her son that she filed s 
claim against Ihe White Star Company 

r laO.000, demanding $25,000 for per- 
sonal and punitive damages. Recently 
he was offered $7,000 In settlement of 
her claims against the While S(ar Line 
but Is understood to have refused to 
accept this amount. Relatives Indicated 
the opinion that If the offer approxi- 
mates $10,000 Mrs. Daniel would accept. 

She Is no longer a resident of Hunt- 
ington, having married las; year to 
Robert W. Daniel, of Philadelphia, who 
was also a passenger on the Titanic 
and who was picked up out of the sea 
by a life buoy after he hud fallen from 
the Ill-fated ship. She is expected here 
next week to spend the holidays with 
her parents, Hon. and Mrs. James A.

Development Is being stimulated to 



Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 21.— Only one 
prison will be needed in Kentucky if 
the convict labor amendment Is prop- 
erly put into execu'l in by the Slate 
i Government, In the oplblnn of IMtlUI 
K O'Sulllvan, chuirmun of the Priann 
Commission, In a statement on this 
subject to-day, in which he deciai 
voices only his personal opinion. He 
said in part: 

"With the exception of the tax and 
debt problem. Ihe most important ques- 
tion that confronts Gov. Stanley nnd 
the General Assembly Is the matter of 
convict lab 

"The members of the Legislature, no 
matter how earnest or Intelligent, will 
not be prepared to pass an adequate 
law until they have acquainted them 
selves with the experience of other 
States. The success of road building 
with convict labor must be determined 
by the needs of the particular locality, 
its ability to finance the work, the ma- 
terial that the various counties are 
able to supply and the climatic condl 
tionB, which, after all, may be the de 
termlnlng factor, in Georgia, for In- 
stance, where an admirable system of 
roads Is being built with convict laboc, 
the prisoners work every day in the 
year, while in Kentucky the season f< 
outdoor work would not exceed nine 
months. What is going to be done 
with the men during this period? 
Manufacturing Suggested. 
"Some will say return them to the 
prisons and put them to work making 
vurious articles for State use. That la 
a good suggestion if It can be worked 
out practically. If the State thus goes 
Into the manufacturing business It will 
have to provide machinery and expert 
foreman to teach the men the particu- 
lar trade they must learn before their 
work will be of value. It will be ask 
ed how the convict can become an ex- 
pert mechanic In three months, after 
spending nine months of the year 
quarrying rock or working on the 
roads? That Is a question the Legis 
lature ar|d the new Prison Commis- 
sioners must answer. 

It Is agreed that only a certain per- 
centage of the convicts can be trusted 
In prison camps and on public roads 
without being worked In chains. In 
some States all the prisoners are work- 
ed In the open: In other States the 
men are carefully sleeted by the war 
dens, and, even then, many of them 
escape, Kentucky can only learn by 
experience. Often life-men can be trust- 
ed outside the walls without guards 
when a petty thief, or housebreaker, 
could not be trusted at all. The per- 
sonal equation must be considered In 
dealing with convicts. Those guilty of 
the worst crimes frequently have a 
high sense of humor. 

Other States Visited. 
"Two years ugo the Prison Commis- 
sioners visited the States of Georgia, 
North Carolina, Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia and made a thorough study of (he 
convict on Ihe roud problem as It was 
being worked out In (hose Suites. We 
have gathered full Information from all 
the other Slates where the contract 
labor system In prisons has been abol- 
ished. These facts are too voluminous 
to be embodied In this brief Statement, 
but we will be glad to co-operate with 
(lov. Stanley and the coming General 
Assembly In any plans they may have 
for writing Into the laws of the Stale 
the mandate Of the Constitution, and 
will furnish them with all the Infor- 
mation In our possession, together with 
our Individual views on convict labor 
gained from more thun three years' ex- 
perience. 

"Owing to the contracts now In force 
there will be only a few hundred men 
who can be worked on the public roads 
In 1916 and they will not be available 
until July or August. In the summer 
of 1917 all contracts for prison labor 
will have expired save the Hoge-Mont- 
gomcry contract for the labor of 400 
prisoners, which will remain In force 
until January, 1119, under a contract 
made with the former prison popula- 
tion, with the exception of the 400 held 
by the above contract, to be assigned 
to road work, or within the prison walls 
manufacturing articles for the state 
Must Devise Plan. 

"The coming Legislature muBt devise 
a plan that will keep approximately 
1,800 prisoners profitably employed. The 
Prison Commissioners derive their 
power from the General Assembly and 
whatever laws are passed on this sub- 
ject must be comprehensive. This Is a 
good place to say that the laws now on 
the statute books governing the pris- 
oners are Inadequate, carelessly writ- 
ten, often contradictory, and very much 
In need of complete revision. 

"If great care la not shown the 
change from the contract system will 
entail great loss on the State. The 
average yearly expense of running the 
two prlsone Is aa follows: Frankfort 
reformatory, I21S.O00; Uddyvllla pen- 
itentiary, $128,000. The question aris- 
es will It be necessary to maintain two 
prisons when the convicts are placed 
on the road? At Frankfort the popu- 
lation Is over 1,400. but when the road 
camps are established there will be 
only 400 men under contract there, and 
such other prisoners aa are employed 
In the kitchens, dining-rooms, etc. This 
will leave room for fully 900 men. At 
ICddyvillo there will bs no men under 
contract.

No Change in Primary Data 

Charleston, \V. Va.. Dec. 1.". —West 
Virginia's state wide primary election 
will be held June 6, 1916. Under a law 
passed by the list legislature hut two 
parties, Republican and Democratic, 
will have tickets In the field, they be- 
ing the only two which cast more than 
Ave percent of the total vote in the last 
general election. Other parties may be 
represented in the primary only by pe- 
tition containing tlve percent of the to- 
tal vote cast at the last election. 

A nominee for the United States 
Senate all state, half the legislative, 
and all of the county office nominees 
will be selected by each party. 

Activities on the part of the old line 
parties have been preliminary up to 
now, and but little further will be done 
before January 1, altout which time it 
la expected further avowals of candi- 
dacy will be made by aspirants. The 
Republicans so far have announced In 
greater number for office than have the 
Democrats. 

Prohobitioniata. Progressives and So- 
cialists have announced the intention 
of circulating petitions so as to be able 
to have tickets in the fi«ld. or endeavor 
to have the supreme court pass upon 
the constitutionality nf the legislative 
act making it impossible for them to 
participate in the primary.

that the young corn could get a sturdy 
rigorous start. He also planted a bit 
late so there would lie no danger of 
cold nights chilling the corn and giving 
It a backset. The fertilbei lu two 
weeks - time wss largely absorbed Into 
the ground, and so there was no dan 
ger of Its concentrated Strength burn 
big the roots of the tender plants, yet 
the necessary elements were there 
ready for the hungry baby rootlets. 
The measurements or the committee 

were exactly the same as Joe had 
made, so he commenced dropping the 
seed corn, four grains every three feet 
ami the rows three feel apart.

turning it nndar, fl; a hundred pounds 
of commercial fertilizer. $1.60; aeed 
corn, $1; total, $0.90. 

Aa tbe rest of tbe four acre» waa not 
hi competition Joe hired Abe Lincoln 
whenever he needed him. which was 
constantly now. Abe had got Inter 
eated. 

"You know, Mister Joe." said Abe 
Lincoln one day, "whut's de matter 
wld us niggers Is. we don' know noth- 
ln', en ef we does know we'a too lazy 
to do uuflln' wld hit"

"That's exactly what 1 am going to

"Oh, you hel|is me by hlriu' me. I 
goes home au' does whut you does." 

"What are you going to plant on 
your acre, Link?" 

"Well. sub. 1's a plumb tool erbaut 
sweet Inters, dese yer sweet, honey- 
like yaller ones dat Jos' melts In yo' 
mout w'en dey's cooked wld er nice 
fat pQBBoni, an' plenty er dat rich 
gravy ter sop 'em In. Mnn. I's gwine 
ter try ter eat up dnt whole acre er 
Inters tnerse'f:" 

"You'll have quite a Job. You ought 
to follow the potatoes with turnips 
tills fall." 

"Y'nsser. I Is— en er good patch er 
collnrds t«si. Hen next year dnt groun' 
gwine ter make a bale er cotton aho'!" 

Tbe acre of cotton was planted n day 
or so after the corn. Then begun tbe 
rush to get the snap beans to market 
Thirty bushels nt $1.40. with an ex- 
pense or $12 for picking, crating, haul- 
ing and commissions, left a proht of 
$30. This added to tbe amount received 
brought tbe total on the sweet potato 
acre up to $161. and the commission 
merchant wrote to Mr. SomervUle de- 
siring to handle the next year's crop. 
Having that be bad never bad a nicer, 
fresher or more desirable lot or vege- 
tables. 

Joe exhibited tbe bank book to bis 
rather with a good deal of pride. 

"Well, by gum. Joe, half of that's 
yourn. ain't it?" 

"Yta. air; I've cleared $80.50 as my 
part of that acre, and we will get a 
good crop of potatoes off It too." 

"Why, my gracious, you've made 
more money off that acre of truck than 
an acre of cotton brings around here— 
yes. more'n three times as muchf 

Tbe pea vines were pulled np. tbe re- 
mains of tbe radishes and the bean 
vines were fed to the pigs, which were 
thriving wonderfully In a large dry 
pen built by Mr. Weston. 

Tbe vegetable rows were then plowed 
up and bedded Into rows Ave feet apart 
Joe had bought a bushel or the. rich 
yellow yams — "pumpkin yams" they 
were called— earlier In the season and 
bedded them In a dry. warm place to 
sprout Ha took tbe sprouts off as tbey 
•bowed above the ground and got three 
rows. 

In s few weeks they commenced to 
make vines nnd cover the spaces be 
tween the rows. One cloudy day when 
It looked like rain Joe and Link began 
to cut the vines Into two toot lengths: 
then, placing the ends together, the 
cuttings were doubled Into the ground 
shout six Inches deep, and the remain- 
der or tbe acre was planted. A gentle 
rnln tell all that night, and in a (< \\ 
days roots sprang rrom every leaf Joint 
beneath the soil, nnd the acre was 
planted without further cost for seed. 

About May 10 Joe went over his corn 
with a hoe and pulled rrom encb hill 
the two weakest stalks. A hard rain 
packed tbe soil n tew dnys later and 
necessitated another working to break 
the crust 

Then Joe and Link had to "chop out" 
the cotton. The seed w-ns planted 
thickly to Insure n "slRiid." nnd the 
object of the chopping out was to re- 
move the surplus plants, leaving one 
about every two feet in tbe row. 

As soon as this was done the oats 
were ready to cut, and the two boys 
tackled the Job with baud sickles, 
twisting u few or the oat stalks nbout 
each bundle nnd turning the ends un 
der so as to tic them, live hundred 
and tirty bundles of oals at 4 cento a 
bundle brought $22 Wore. Then Joe 
turned tbe oat stubble under nnd bed 
ded the acre for Mexican Juno corn. 

He put Link to work, hoeing the cot 
ton and killing the luxuriantly growing 
crab grass, which was making faster 
progress than (he crop. Ills prize aero 
of corn was getting grassy also, and 
tbe com was about waist high. It was 
time ror more fertilizer. He wattcred 
a generous handful about each hill, 
then with a light plow run twice down 
the middle ot each row threw tbe loose 
dirt toward the stalks and covered the 
fertilizer.

NEW POWER PLANT. 

A new power plant will be built at 
once on a site near the present one fol 
the purpose of furnishing day current 
and better street lighting facilities ti 
the city of i'lkevllle. \± I-. Stone, man- 
ager for the Sandy Valley Light and 
POwer Co , Is ijiaklng preparations fill 
the new plant and has already purchas 
ed some of the equipment. This plant 
haa been designed to temporarily tur 
nlsh these Improvement until the new 
POWfl transmission line of the Con 
solvation Coal Co. can be extended I 
Flxtvilie from Heaver creek. 

The new plant will be driven, perhaps 
by Corliss engines, and It will have two 
directly connected generators of 100 
kw. strength developing a rurrent of 
2100 volts alternating, which will be 
stepped down to 110 volts. A complet 
new serles-street-llghting system will 
take the place of the system now In use 
and will Improve It at least 10 per cent 
without extra cost to the city. Meters 
will be Installed In all houses, and the 
price for lighting will remain practlc 
ally unchanged. The general wire sys 
tern now In use thru the streets will be 
used as secondaries from the plant, 
and new primaries will be strung Mr 
Stone expects to have the plant ready 
for use by not later than the cluee of 
April.
